read, in substance, as follows : 


1. He has, during 40 years service, honor- 


ed the American name and the American 
arms, and earned the gratitude and good wil!

2. He is an eminent Soldier, Civilian, Pat- 


riot and Statesman, hit, Military Fame is made 
fragrant by his private character, and in all 
circumstances he has " proved himself every 
inch a Soldier, an American and a Man." 


o. He is distinguished by kindness and hu- 


manity to hi* soldiers, magnanimity and for- 
bearance to his enemies, and regard for the 
persons, property and religion of tbe con- 
quered Mexicans. 


4. He is " a true friend of American inter- 


esth, [a Tm iff?] " a staunch supporter of our 
Constitution and Union" [the Compromise 
Measures ?] and will continue to be, if chosen 
Picsidcnt 


5. On account of what he is, and what he 


has done, we nominate him for the Presidency. 


C. The Chair is to appoint a committee of 


fifteen to manufacture Scott thunder, and do 
whut they can for his election. 


7. The Press and People of the State are 


earnestly requested to take hold, nnd help 
elect Scott President. 


8. All the papem in the State, in favor oi 


electing Scott President, are requested to 
publish the proceedings of this meeting. 


Maj. Schley first responded to the resolu- 


tions. As the only representative from tbe 
State of Maryland, be 'pledged that State to 
the support of the man who has been for for- 
ty years the head and front of the American 
array, and who has crowned our national 
escutcheon with honor and glory. He was a 
volunteer under Gen. Taylor and can speak 
well of him, and also of Gen. Scott, who led 
our soldier* from Veru Cruz to the gates or 
Mexico in victory. 


M. U< Orton seconded the resolutions as 


according with bis feelings. They embody 
nothing but the truth. We are assembled-
